What Good Roads" 
Mean to Canada 


The earliest roads about which anything 
is known are those of ancient Rome. 
The first great. road_on record is the Via 
Appia, Appian ‘Way, which was supposed 

to have been built in 312 B.C. The chief 
aim of the road makers in those days 
was to: have their roads laid out ina 
straight line between two places. The 
old roads that the Romans built are many 
of them still in use, and in some cases 
new roads’ have; been built on the old 
foundations. The old Roman roads of 
England, suchas Watling Street and 
Portamouth Road, are as good today as 
centuries ago. Many of the modern roads 
of Great Britain, for instance the Vic- 
toria Embankment, constructed in recent 
years, have swallowed up millions of 
dollars, and it is certainly surprisin# that 
they have not swallowed up more than 
mere money, ‘as they are and always will 
bea failure owing to their. not having 
proper foundation work in the beginning.

Then the trouble began. 

Several of the beneficiaries had 
spent the ‘money they had received,

| from them, But three other persons, |. 
two of them maiden ladies, had their 
windfalls still intact, and were oblig- 
ed to deliver them up to the last cent, 
because they were nct so near of kin 
to the deceased as the new claimants. 

Most of such claims are prosecuted 
by a peculiar class of workers on Tom 
' Tiddler’s ground. Known as ‘‘Chan- 
cery excavators,’ they spend much 
time in digging among the records of 
the court, and strange indeed ar 
many of their ‘‘finds.”

It was not until 1844 that a law 
was passed in England compelling 
every railway line to run one train 
each way daily, conveying passen- 
gers in covered carriages,.at the rate 
of a penny (twe cents) a mile.
